The Coronation being paſt, the King prepareth for a Parliament now 
approaching 3 the laſt he thought was ſomewhat uncivil towards the Duke z 
and the Delinquents (as he thought) muſt be made examples : Upon this 
account the Lord-Keeper Williams, ſoon after the Diſſolution of the 
late Parliament, fell, and his place was diſpoſed of to Sir Thomas Co- 
ventry, &c. 

On the 16th of this F ebruary, the Parliament met 3 the Commons be- 
gan their work, where they laſt broke off at _ making Religion 
their firſt, and which was theix ſuperlative care 5 recollefting what a full 
and ſatisfactory Anſwer the King gave to their Petition againſt 
and his Commiſfion iſſued out in purſuance of that Anſiver, appoint 
a Committee for Religion, impowring- them moſt ſtriftly ro examine 
what abuſes of his Majeſties Grace had occurred fince that cime, and who 
were the Authors and Abettors of the ſame: -

The Court-party, who had nimble Intelligencers, underſtood this de- 
fign from the very firſt reſult, -and plotted to treat the Commons with 
uniform Proceedings; for at that very time Sir Dudley Diggs, and Sir John 
Elliot were ſent for out of the Houſe by two Meſſengers of the Cham-' 
ber 3 who upon their coming forth, ſhewed them Warrants for ' their 
Commitment to the Tower 3 but it was reſolved by the Judges, that by 
their reſtraint (no reaſon being given to the Houſe for it) the whole 
Houſe was arreſted, and a Renonſtrance was made to the King of their

The Commons having ſped ſo well, the Houſe of Peers began to claim 
their immunities 3 making an Order, that nothing ſhould be tranſaFed 
in their Houſe, until the Earl of Arz-del were reſtored 3 upon which in- 
ſtantly enſued the Earls Poſtlimination and re-admittance.
